Sid. *Tis objetted indeed againſt the Lord Howard, 
that he 7s too infamous by his Life, and the many Perju- 
ries not to be denyed, or rather ſworn by binſelf, to de- 
ſerve mention; and being a ſingle Witneſs would be of no 
value , tho he had been of unblemiſht credit, or had not 
ſeen and confeſs d, that the Crimes committed by him, 
would be pardoned only for committing more ;. and even 
the Pardon promiſed could not be obtain'd till the Drud- 
gery of ſwearing was over. |
